'J' HI primitive BrUijh Bards conftitutcd one of the moft rcfp<:£lcd ordtr of men in the ancient Bridlii 
ftaiei"; ibey were the Fathers ef Sciemss^ -, the mtional inflruftors, rauricians, Icginitora, pricfti, 
prophets, and often princes. Thty alTuagcd favagc men to knowledge, with their oratory, and poHlhcd 
humiin nature by their Mtt/sc and Paeiry*, 

Thcfe BeirdJf or Bards» were afterwards a branch of the Dmidical ijiftitution in Briuin, and in ancient 
Gaul i and were called Dfrwyddvfirdd^ or Druid-Bards: they alfo kept an account of the dcfccnt of 
^milk$, and compofcd Songi to commemorate the actions of the worthy and the brave i which they 
fang and accompanied on the Harp, and on the Crwfh * j cflnfequcntly they were the national chroniclers i 
and from their _/ofl^j ntir ancient Annab have been colltfled ^ and not only ours, but all ancient hiftories 
of all nations were gathered from a fimilarkind of materials •, 

According to the ccftimony of Ctfar, the inland parts of Britain were inhabited by thofe "Whom l^me 
reports to be natives of the foiJ : and the inllicutiun of the Druids h fuppolcd to haiFc originated in Britain, 
whence it pafied into Gaul ; and fuch z& were defirous of being perfect in it, travelled thither for inftruftion. 
He further faya^ that the Britons had two orders of men, that were held In high degree of honour and 
etlecm, and with whom aJJ authority and diHindions were lodged; thcfe were the Druids, and the nobles : 
and that the Druids prefided in all matters ofreiigSon, decided comroverfies, and had thediredion and edu- 
cation of the youth, who were taught to repeat a great number of vcrfes by heart, and often fpent twenty 
years upon that inflicutian '* The Druids were divided into three different clalTeS| who applied to different 
branches of leatning, and pcrrurmcd fepatate parts in the offices of rcJigion* ,. .. ..' ,. -,

monioii?i more kjftv anJ fublliiiej was wanting lo cjtprcfsthe ideas he IiaJ Conceive J ofhU Maker, and the 
thanks he owed him for To many bltrfTings ; and hence lie ranl^tckrtl nature forciprcffions^and lively images, fi« 
formciito himfelf, i^ it wtrc, n new l-jnguage, and adorned it with numbers and cadence* This wasundaubr- 
edly the origin of poetry; and \t was long applied aniy to k^ proper object j the celebrating the greatnefs of 
iht Almighty, and the mJigr.lficcncc: of hU works*, which the ancient //f^^Ti' barJs defcHbed in the moft 
pompous, the moftmajtftic, and the moft fublime manner that is potTible to betfrnccived. The tspreffions, 
(he icntimcnts, the figures, the variety, the aftionsj every thing ufurprifingl But this facred ufe ofpuecry 
aitd mufic did not long continue i the Heathens borrowed thefc arcs, and iifcd them (irrt m the fervicc of 
their h]tt: ^ods, iind afrerwards, to record ilic adii^s of their great men, and the founders ofcnpires." 

Bardic Si^fi^Sy and hiftoric cxa;;iplca of our great and wifeprogenitorsj have al^fays been canTidcred ai a 
molt urefni and pleafing branch of polite htcrature. They inform m of die aftiona, and cuftoms of mankind 
in former agrs, bring the limes paft into our prefcnt view, m^kc m as it were co-evat witli t!ie celebrated 
hcrots of former tibes, and naturally incite us to an emulj[i'>n with thenj in glory* Natural affcdion* 
ftir up every one's curioliry to invefdgatr the lives and gallLifii deeds of bis own ancettors j for the virtues 
and iiOhours f/ our foie-fachf rs form the raoft intcreiling fubjcft of :ill others, • .'

Na^, the piety as well as the beauty ofour Britirti ladies is too elfential to be onrvitted : that I 
mav have the felicity of gratifying the fair fcs, it is with pleafurc I oblerve, that it i^ taken nt>ticc 
of, not only by the Roman wits, but by Saint P^ulhlmkU, who, in one of his Epiftles, falutes Cfrndf^ 
J?«/^^", a Britirti lady, eminent for her extraordinary beauty and leirning, and who was commended by

TIj-^Tc venerable remains ofhlflfiry, poetry, and muHc of the aboriginal Britons, are perhaps unparql[el«l 
many other counirvj in point of authmtirity, as well as antiquiiy ; ami if there were ^-anting farther proofs 
corrobtjratc thcfc anticnt relicts, here we have the record ofth^ toia&sof ths Brit'ijh JVarrkri^ Bard:, Saiafj, 
ajiJ others, which arc pointed our to us i and many of thein ftill retuain to this day, and the very plices rctaitt 
theirnamcs ; likewifcjihett la another corrcfponding proof, in that (if tlir tradition of the country. Thefcarq 
rarities almo*^ unknown to the Englllh hiftorians, and fuch uncontrovertible documents I conceive would 
be of more efTential conftqucnLrc in ctjrrcding, and illutlrating the ancient Britifli hiftory, than all the 
Monkifh legfndi and Tomanccs, which have lb frequently bcrn recurred to by the ling[i[h hiltorians for 
want of better* Wow I fhaSl be^; Ir.ivt to infert here, the opinioo of four of the rnoft rcfpcftabie Englifh 
literary charaflcrs, relative to the old Britons, in their own words:

From certain general wif^Mnadms.or principles of truth, fidelitv,ji]ftice, and equity, in which the Bards 
and Druids inQrufted the peopk in their orations, they made tlie rule* of chdr dtci/ions whm they aflcd ^i 
judges at the G.rf,ddf^, An eminent f:igc of the law hath indeed amrmed, liiat the ancient Briton., before 
ih^Y were fnbdutdby the Romans, ^^e^e in polMon of that admirable fyflcm of junrpruJencc, the prefcnt 
common law of England I and that no material changes were midc in thac fyrtem, cither fay the Re- 
mans, the Sa.ons, Danes, or Normans. His words are thefe : - The realtti of England was firit inhabited 
by the BrLtons . next after them it was ruled by the Romans . then again by the Britons : after whom the 
Saxons polTefTcd it, and changed its name from Britain to England :|: : dien the Dane, for fometime had

We have no regular account that throws much light on the profcrTion of the Bards, after their reparation 
from the ficcrdotal chara^tr. and the enijnfbion of the Druids, uniil the reign of Ik'^vd, king of Wales ; 
in fthnfe lime, all the ancient reciirda, and la*s of the BritttRS were colltflcd togeiher,ind he, ar*d hjs wife 
men, Iclcfted from them, expounded, reformed, aJdc<l to, and adjulleJ, accor ling ru the exigency ofthofc 
times i which were afterwards proclairticd, and confirmed, in A- D. 940; and eilled CyfrtitbiiU Hywd 
DJ<h ^tfrmli: The Lws of King Howel the Good, and otJiers j Or Lsgts IF^lUcy. Th-l code ofliWi 
isfo very intcrefttng und curicjus^ that I llialt extra.T from it whit rclatei to che Bards, for the informitiofi 
of the reader, as it conveys tu us a perfcd idea, of the B*rdiC charaftcr, as well 1^ of the ftitely grandeur 
of [hat period. 

The Bardd Tfu!»yor Bard ofihe pilace, was, in rank, the eighth officer of the king's houfcboid^ he WM 
■Ifoone of the roj^al guefls and jjt at hia table, next to the heir apparent. On his a^jpointmcnc, the B^rd 
received a harp from ilie King, and a golden ring from the Queen: (he obtained that pre-eminence by 
his fuperior merit in the fcietice of mufic and poetry, at one of the Bmi(h Olympics :) The king foimd 
him his woollen appire!, and 3 horfe ; and the Queen found him his liften apparcL His lodging wn 
in the houfe of the heir apparent, who was the controller of the houlhold j and on the three great fef-

thetic tunes, different rryin thofe which he had played in the halL The Bard accompanied the army 
when they marched on a warlike expedition into an enemy's country ^ and when they were preparing far

- The P^mrfrtiJ. a: Oi-ffirJjrdJ, the Head of Song, or Chaired-Bard, waa one who had achieved hii 
hrf'.cminencc in a moficjl and paeitLal conteil, in an Fjjiiddfsii, or Stfuon nf the Barih, whicti was hcM 
irtennially in the royal palace; (or in the Hill of the l/>rd j) this tokmniiy wis dcciJcd by the 
vcncrablejudgcnf the piliice \ and a4 a re^v,ird, he received from the vn^toriius Bard a hugle^hurn, a guld- 
ring, and a cutliion for hb chair ofLSigniiy.

circuits wichin his dillri^. This Pfjiccrdd GiuIaJfOv head B^rd of the diftri^, had bis lands free i his per- 
qiiifitcs arofe from his fcholars, and he wai ajfu entitled to a fee from every bridt;, and the Amdr^ or 
marriage *inc of the daughters of all the infrnnr Hards within his diftriiH:, He wis no: numbered atnong 
the regular officers of the pabce, but whenever he intended the king, he fat in the tenth place in the royal 
hall, next to the judge of the palace. Hii privilege of prote^L'jn hlled from the beginning of his firft 
fong in the hall of the pihcei to the coiiclufion of the bit *. ■ ■ ^ 

Every P^ncerddjOr chief Bird chat the Lord alFii^ncd privileges to, he was to find with mufjcal inftru- 
, menCs i that is, a h.^rp to one j a irwib to annthcrj and /'j/^'j to the third ; and when tJie Bards died, 
thofe inflruments were to revert to the I-ord '°, • . • 

The chancellor, (or chief magiftrare,) on entering into office rectrived from the Kingagold-ring^ a hJirp 
and achefL-board*, which he was never to part wirh. In the beginning of the tenth century, it was the ofF.cc 
of the king's domcftic chaplain to fay grace^ before and at'tcr meals j to chant the fcrvice, and oCcafionDlly 
to he confuhed on matter of confcience". He wns alfo frcrttary to the King : and during the Kind's 
abrence^ his chaphin, the judge, and fteward of the hourhold, fuppnrted the royal dignity, and excrcitcd 
the authority annc:icd to ic: in early periods, thcdudcsof thofc officers were in the province of the 
Bardj Druid, and Ovydd, as I have before intimated!.

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Prior to the year ijoo, it was the ofiicc of the Bard to praifc virtue, and to cenfurc vice: for he 
was required ro pofTcfs learning and genius j a fkUl in pedigrees and arms i metres of poetry j the irt of 
finging, knowledge of harmony^ and to be perfect mader of an inftrumcru: and according to C^/ar'i 
iccounr, the Druid-Bards ftudicd to acquire their prorcfTion twtnty years* Such a variety of excellence.^ 
was unatcainablc by human capacity. The Bards were oow tfiercFore diftributcd into three grand orders, 
(by prince Gru§ydd ait Cynun^') of M^ftcisitii^ PctUj and Ho'slds-t each of which, again branched into 
iubordimtc diftinftiona. Neither of thefe orders, or diftinftions was any longer compatible with rhofo 
with which it hid been connefled, or with any other profeflion^ According to a more minticc arrringe- 
mcnt, by this fcparacionj there were of regular Bards, proceeding to degrees in the Ei^eddvifdf or SefTion 
of the Bards, fix clalTcs : that is to fay, three of mtifician$, and chrce of poets j wMch I have already given 
a parEicular account of, in the former volume of this work*, 

Aknough, the poor Bards, were fupprctfcd at dificrcnt periods in Wales, yet, for honour fake, (to re- 
cord, and to bUzon Englifli achievement!, and to marflial and conduft their pageantries,) it was found 
Indifpenfably ncceffjry to revive aclafs of them in England, about the year 1J40, which was the Arwydd- 
viirdd^ or Herald-Bards j who flill continue, in a great degree, their primitive occupation, and alfo retain 
their digni tits and tidc$. Their bnfijicfs is to regifter genealogies, ad]u[t cnfigm armorial, regulate funerals, 
coronations, and other folemnities j and anciently, m carry mcffiges between princes, and to proclaim 
war, and peace. This clafs of men was principally eftecmcd among the three orders of Welflt Poets j and 
the chief of them was cdled King of the Bards j which tide was revived in England by the brave Henry V. 
of Monmouth, and i* (Till retained by the three principal Englifh heralds: that is, G^rUrjpi'mdpdKifigttt 
Armii Clarettftiix King at Arms ; and Nurth-roy King at Artm* Be fides chefc, there are fix provincial, or 
county Heralds J viz. the Chejigr H^r^d, 2"crir, Lamajhr, mnd/or, KkhmeRd.md Smerjet j and, fgurmar- 
ihals, or Fur/tthwifs ai jirtrn ; i, e, ih^ EIue-Mimtle, limgi-CTaJs ^ RsMgi^Bragunt and Perhidli:, Roger dc 
Montgomery, Eatl of Shrcwlbury, was the firft who had the title of Marfhal in England 1 after that, 
Gilbert de Clare, Earl of Pembroke, of Stryghall, was made hereditary Marfhil of England; and whofe 
family held that office uniil itdcfccndcd to the prcdtccffors of ihc prefent duke of Norfolk, who now is

According to the laws of prince Gruff) dd ab Cynan, when mufic, poetry, her.ildry, &c/were fcpi- 
rated,and each of diem made a diftinftprofcmon of, it was the office of the vocal fongfter at the nupdala 
of any of the princely blood, to aflift dte lEluarious bride at the entertainment, and he was required to cirvc 
dcxtcr^un/ every kind of fowl that might come before him. There wis aUb a fimilar occupation for- 
merly in the Englifii caurr. called the q^tvct ; Sir Gabriel Silvlus was the carver co the qu^cn of Charity 
the Second, in the ye^r 1669 : that knight was afterwards a mbaJTador co the court of Denmark. 

There was another officer in the EngUfh court which h now obfolcte, chac was very fimilar to tlutof 
the Wcllh poetic, or domcJtic Bard of the middle ages, which formerly was ktpt in noblemen's and gen. 
tlemen's houJbj whofe occupation was to foliCc, and co enliven the IcifLire of his patron with wit and 
pleafantry, and to inftd fcntiments of liberality j and that was, the Jefter : to convey fome idea refpc^ing

But the Htirp is reconted to be the moft ancient, and perhaps, I may add, the moftexpreirive* and 
elegint of all mufic^l uiarumcnts. Among the ancients Lt was deemed the fymbol ofConcord i and mort 
probably^ it was the Innrnmcnt of all tnhers, firft attuned to Harmony, or Counterpoint, 

The Themes which ihe Wclih Bards wrote upOrt, were very multifirious j we have various poems, and 
fomc profc elTiys in ancient manulcripts, by different Bards» on the following fubjeits : theology i ethicks ; 
wir i laud, or panegyric J love i beauty j happinefsj forrow i fatire^; mufic j poetry ; mirth; hiftoryj ge- 
nealogy j aRroncmyi philofos^hy i prophecicsj maglcj mathematicsj mechanics j geography i the ma- 
litimc fcience; the praifcrs of nature, of art, and of harmony i agriculture ; rural fports; games, &cJ 
And yet theft people arc called rude and barbarous by fome furcign writers, becaufc, perhaps they were

riv IN TRODUC TI ON. 

Every country has a certain n-itbnal ftylff ofMufic, peculiar to itfelf, and the natives of each arc attached 
TO thdrown mclotly, in pncrcrcncc to chat of any other. The feniiinciit of a learned phyfician of thj* 
iflind, concerning the Italian Operaj is pertinent to my lubjcft, and I think worthy of being mentioned: 
he &ys, " We run. mad, or rather foolirti^ after this irnportcd mufici while perhaps we have much better 
of our own* Moft of the itiodcrn Ifsliast compofitions only trifle with the ear. The IVeiPt the Scoftb^ 
and the /ri/jinufic reaches the hcan. The prtxiuftioas of our prefent Italian mafters are rhrummed over 
for a fcafonj becaufc they are newi and forgotcen for evtr jfterwi^rds, becauTe when you have heard them 
twe my times i you find them Clill as infipid as ac firli. The muHic, which charmed thef*; iflinds perhaps 
long before the boafted revival of this ar; in /f^/v, or rarJier in Flmtd^rs^ is as e(tablilhed as the ancient 
chdics; andthofe compoficicms, {borr and ftmple as they arc, never become thread-bare, but give delight 
and rapture cwzty lime :ijey arc heard*." ' ■

The folluwin- anclcnc ft pulcliral veifcs commemorate the Heroes of Briwin, who had fignallieJ thfm- 
hUc5 prior to Ihc middle of the fcrvcnth ccniury : tlicy nre written in the ancient Metre, called Engl^ft 
Milwr, or the Warrior's Song of crlplct Hamas, and are .^tiributcd to rWiV> i but fome of ifif m evidently 
iippear to be much older, as they record Tome Chiefs who fioiirifheLl in the cJitrd eenturyj and feem to have 
been compofed by di(Ferfnc Baids, and at difFcrent periods. I hey give an account of about two hundred 
Herois, and a few diftinguiChed B.irJs, &c, who ate often mentioned in fragmenfj of our hillory : thcrtforf* 
I have feleacd fcrveral flans^s of them, and given a literai trann.ition in linglill), as n fpecimcn of one of 
the many valuable, and authentic documents n ill prcfervcd in tlieWcUli lingEiage^ which would have greatl/ 
tended to elucidate Camdtn's BritnMma, had he liecn more acquainted with our VVcKl^ antiquities.

f/iLJESJN rung and proplitficd in the timf of King Maflgwn Gtt^jncdd, but was orieinally puroiiiied 
by E/pbifit Inn of Gapv/./M Gar^itbir^ Ijird ofCantrcv Gwaelod, about the end of the fifth century, 

Maelgwn kept his court at Dy^^3;r*&j j Gwyddna lived fome time in the neighbourhood, and hid a fa- 
mous wear tlicre, which, to this day, is called Gsred IPjddmt or Gwyddno*s Wear: and now belong la 
B6dyfi:ol:cn. 

Elpb'tH wjs always at Court, where he cxh:ii][ted his Rnatices fo much, thai he was conflrainfd to be a 
pctidoner tu his fiithfr, for the benefit of the wear, for one niyht only, as a icmporary relief to his pocket. 
He obtr^incJ his fuit j but the only fith he found in the wear was Talisfi?} : hnw he came there, is too Ion? 
and romaiuic to rtJate : however, the poem tranfl.itcd by the Reverend E, Evans, entitled Djbuddiimt 
Liph'iRf rclatts to this event. The autlior then proceeds to infurm us how Maelgwn was furruundcd by 
a]] his courtiersj and his 24 B^ifds and Heralds, &c, in the Chriftuias hoTubys, all Rriving who 
i]]Ou]d fljtter the king the moft. They agreed thai he was the h^ndromcft, the wife ft, and the moft power- 
ful [Tonnrch in the world j and tlinii Jus qLictn^ in beauty, wifdomj and dLinity, &c, ftirpafl'ed all the ladies 
in the kingdom: in Jliort, ihut his troops were tlic b rave ft ; his horfcs and dogs the (l«tcfl:j his Bjrda the 
bcft, and wifrn, in the world. Elphin very modrllly Gid, '■*■ That nubctiy IlinnkI cnier into coinpariJbn ' 
*itha kinjT, but a king;" othcrwiff, he would affirm, that his own hdy, in point of cha lilt y, migfit vie with 
any in the JLind : and that he hiitl a li-trd wjio exctlkd aH his majcfty'i Bard.^, ^c. When the king heard 
ihis^ he ordered E/pbiu in be bound, and thrown into prifon, ilU tlie truihof thofe aHertiuns JTiDuld appear; 
and ihen ditparched his own (on lihiin, a noted debauchee, to try the c]>n[liiy of his ladys flic being in^ 
formed of thtfe things by Taiifffis, nnd like wife advifed by him, d re fled one of her maids in her own fine 
cloilhs, and put all htf rings and her hufljjnd's upon her fingers, &c, whilft flie aflunicd the charafter 
of the maid, and waited at fupper. The prince, who had been immediately introduo'd to the parlour;t 
fupped with the meiamorphored maiii, tntcnaincd her with a great deal of indecent difcourfe, and aftet 
the reft were withdrawn gave her a flecpy potion^ and accomplifhed his willies. After that, he cut off her 
Jittle finger^ upon which was E/fblfi's own ring and fignct, which he had a little while before fcnt to his lady 
as a token, &c:. The ptincc left the iTiaid aflcep, and haftencJ to his father with the ring and finger, in 
tvideni^e uf his fuccefs. Tlickiug fends for Elphin out of prifon, ami firSl upbraids him for his credulity 
rciprifdng his wife's chafliiyj and when he finds him [Tcifcvering in it, flicAvs him the ring and finger, and 
^ITutes him that the perfon who had brought them had lain wiih his lady the night before, ^//i^i/ff acknow* 
itdges the tiny; but, upon examining the finger, proves that it never belonged to his wife, by leveralflrong 
arguments : firfl^, from the HEtof the finger i here he obferves, that the ring could fcarccbe forced over the 
middle joint of the little finger in queilion ^ and aflirrcs the king that the ring was a great deal coo large for 
his lady's thumb : fccondly, he takes notice diat the nail of this finger had not been cut for a month pafl:, at 
leaft i whereas his lady never ncgleCled cutting her nails conftantly every S lEurday : thirdly, he obferved 
that whoever owned the finger, had made ufe of it very lately in baking rye bread -, and aflTures the 
King, ihai hia lady had never done fuch a piece of drudgery Hnre flif hid been his wife. Poor Etpt'm 
U now deemed incorrigible, and re]nanded hick m prifon for hisobftmacy and credulity, with orders never 
to be rclrafed until he could fjtsly prove, what was deemed inipoflible, the chaflity of Ms wife, and chcfupc- 
f lomy of hii Bjrd. ^'shffvi now rtfolves to fct his patron at libetty ; in order to this, he goes to Maelgwn 'a 
court, where he was not knuAn i and by his fuperior fkill, aflifted, however, by a little forcery^ he over* 
tomes all the Uurtats of die palactTi al^Tis his lady's chaftity ; proves her innocence j and does fome other 
wonders^which rtllores hia patron to his Ubctty, and the favour of his prince, &c. 'Tuiiffuft aftcrthis, adviica 
EJpbin to lay a *ager wlih the king, that he had a horli: that was fleeter than all his majefly's horfca : upon 
iliU, a Coutfe wa? marked out on Murft Rhumedd, and the king brought (here twenty-four of the fIcetefV 
hoifeiin his ftud, which were eveiy unc b«ac by klpbia'^ horfej afTified, however, by a little oi 'Ttili^ftH*^ 
mi^\c. Moreover, TalitJin urJered tlu buy i\\xl rode hii patron's horfeto drop his cap un the ground, uptMi 
Ihejilice whercA/WfWfl'a hoffc rtunM (tumble, which he accordingly did. After the race was uvrr, TMiejiit 
took i'ipbhi to the J^Kjt, anJ dircfltd it n> be dug Jiito ) wlKrc ihey came to a large t:4uUron^ full of guLh

When -^r/^fff had overcome his enemies in the North of England, he retired into North Wales, ^n^ 
hadfeveral contrfis ^\zh the then king of Mcr^^ ^ho hid at rJiac lime a bridge overthft M^nai, ac Boiy Dmt, 
(Ironi Caernirvonlhlre to Anglcfcy,) guarded by a number of armed men. The author refers, for farther 
particniars in thi&, and many odier things relating to Arthur, to a book entitled Ssttgn^L He inftimcci 
fomc or his hero's amours, whofe fcencs are in this country ; therefore, I will briefly relate them :

In order to carry on his 
intrigue more privately, he dreffed himfcIF in Tcmalc aftircmenti and, as he w,i$ dandng with her and her 
companions, UnitH happened to lee hisn, and knew him on account of his lamcnefs i and fiid, « (hii 
dancing might do very well but for the thtgk" The king overheard him, and withdrew, and fcnt for 
Huail , and aFtcr upbraiding him with the breach of his promifeand oath, urdered him to be beheaded ifpon
